Mr, Smith was born on Dec, 2, 1859, 
at Cobourg, Ont,, the son of Hon, Sid- 
hey Smith, former postmaster gen- 
eral of Canada, who*was the incum- 
bent of this position from 1858 to 
1863 

He entered the government service 
at, Ottawa in 1882, and from then un- 
ti! 1884 served in the department of 
agriculture, Following this he enter- 


ed the mall service and was delegated 
to serve at Montreal, After a short 
period at the Canadian metropolis he 
was transferred to Ottawa 


On August 11, 1884, he achieved a 
unique honor, He Was placed in 
charge of the first mail to leave Ot- 


tawa over the old Ontario and Que- 
bec Railway for Toronto, ‘This lint 
has since become an integral part of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, and 
the mail service so efficiently begun 


by Mr, Smith has expanded into one 
of the most important runs in the 
dominion, 

As Mr. Smith's ability and complete 
knowledge of postal affairs became 
recognized he progressed Soon he 
was appointed as assistant inspector 
of the Toronto division in charge of 


the Algoma district, In this capacity 


he resided at Port Arthur for eight 
years 

Back to Ottawa for 14 years he con- 
tinued his progress and was then 


transferred to this city, After a short 
period at Lethbridge he was again 
transferred here and on Jan, 11, 1923 
was appointed temporary postmaster 
of this ¢ity, the “appointment “being 
confirmed on Aug, 1, 1925, 

Big Growth 

How efficiently the post office has 
been run since his appointment is at- 
tested by the remarkable growth In 
business and the splendid service give n| 
at stich rush periods a6 Christmas, He 
has been the recipient of many warm 
tributes from the busines smen and 
private residents of this city for hie 
much appreciated service in this res- 
pect, 

He has served under no fewer than 
16 postmasters general and four dil- 
ferent deputies and available records 
show that there is not one employe of 
the post office department holding a 
major ppsition today, who was in the
